Dear Sir: 

Your editorial “Everybody Talking 
about Tithing Isn't Going There” is 
interesting. 

There is much in it with which I would 
heartily agree. However, you have also 
given the poor givers of the church a 
boost when you cast any doubt whatever 
on the validity of tithing. 

Our per capita giving is less than $35 
a year. We have a membership of nearly 
two thousand and we are an “upper 
middle class” church. It has been a tough 
job on the part of the present ministerial 
staff to encourage even a percentage 
giving. We have experienced little more 
than token giving on the part of most 
of the membership. 

We encourage tithing. We suggest that 
it is Biblical. We suggest that it is Chris- 
tian. We suggest that it is good steward- 
ship. 

Then—in denominational magazines as 
well as in other magazines such as your 
own—we find an emphasis that is away 
from tithing. It pretends to emphasize 
“stewardship,” but it generally results in

He uttered his voice, the earth melted. Psalm 46:6(b) 


hanksgiving Day, 1958, truly finds the world in a fiery 

melting pot. Millions upon millions of the under- 
privileged of the world are crying for a more adequate dis- 
tribution of political and economic rights. For some this 
confusion means the ending of an age. Others have courage 
to feel that this melting of the nations of the world is be- 
cause God is uttering his voice 

If that be true, thank God for the confusion of our world 

For many ages the Christian forces of the world have been 
the leaders in social righteousness. In the early ages they in- 
fluenced pagan governments and softened the cruel decrees 
of tyrants. Despite many instances of so-called Christian 
rulers who placed power above their faith, the church did 
make a contribution to human progress. 

This writer has always felt that the most romantic period 
of Christian history belongs in the modern age, starting with 
the astounding period of Christian missions. Wherever the 
footsteps of these missionaries touched, there sprang up 
bases of light, righteousness and beauty. Christianity at home 
and abroad was optimistic. 

The hymns created in that era expressed faith, hope and 
joy. Can beauty of expression and Christian faith be com- 
bined more hopefully than in Bishop Heber’s famous hymn? 
(1819) 


Can we, whose souls are lighted 

With wisdom from on high, 
Can we to men benighted 

The lamp of life deny. 
Salvation! O Salvation! 

The joyful sound proclaim, 
Till each remotest nation 

Has learned Messiah’s name. 


Or this from the hymn of Samuel F. Smith? (1832) 


The morning light is breaking, 
The darkness disappears; 

The sons of earth are waking, 
To penitential tears; 

Each breeze that sweeps the ocean 
Brings tidings from afar 

Of nations in commotion, 
Prepared for Zion’s war. 


The people who sang these hymns must have thought the 
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Kingdom of God was “just around the corner.” Years to the 
contrary have brought disillusionment 

Christian missions have much of the credit for the up- 
rising of the disinherited masses. They brought the message 
of the better life and the philosophy that in the sight of God 
all men are brothers 

But, sad to say, Christians rejoiced not because they were 
brothers of the disinherited, but rather because they were 
their benefactors. The missionary went as a patron and 
usually maintained the distinction of being of a different 
caste from those he taught. 

Christian missions were supported by some because they 
were forerunners of a civilization which would provide a 
market for plows, home appliances, education and liquor 
Natives soon learned that denominational mission boards 
paid a different salary to the white missionary from that 
allotted to a native regardless of his training. Charlie Soong 
is the classic example. 


In the homelands of the civilized we have continued to 
grow rich and exclusive. The white man’s burden was to 
tolerate the “lesser” peoples, see that they had something to 
eat, but to make sure that they never could stand on a level 
with their white benefactors. It increasingly became evident 
that the white man’s philosophy did not intend that this 
become, in a social sense, one world. Stability, we felt, re- 
quired segregation. The Serman on the Mount gave way to 
rules of strength and force. We beat our plowshares into 
swords and our pruning hooks into spears. Then the earth 
began to melt. Rumblings came from distant Africa, from 
the sands of Arabia, from the Yellow River of China, from 
the ancient tombs of Egypt. 

Is this melting of the earth the sign of the end of civiliza 
tion? Or has the Almighty uttered his voice to proclaim that 
it is time to move up higher? 

if your faith is strong enough to believe, first, that the 
world disorders of the present day are caused by the failure 
of the Christian nations to take seriously the responsibility 
for world brotherhood, and, second, that the tumult of the 
present is a reaction to a so-called Christian world which 
has not had courage to truly accept the teachings of Jesus 
of Nazareth, you can give thanks to God on our national 
holiday with a clear conscience 

If not, you may have to wait for a wonderful victory in the 
Formosa Straits before you can rejoice. 

Judge of the nations, spare us yet, 
Lest we forget—lest we forget. 





First Program: Then Staff 


hurches today are increasing the size of their professional 

staffs. This, of course, is the result of growing churches 

and the new prosperity, but unless the plan is well thought 

out, adding staff members may cause more trouble than it 

helps. The staff of a church should be selected and hired to 

fic the needs of the church programs which the official 
board expects to project. 

In the days, now gone by, when an associate minister was 
somewhat of a novelty, associates were added without much 
thought of church program. The pastor was aging and the 
kind men and women on the church board thought that the 
poor, tired man should have some help. So the associate 
came to the field. There was no clear-cut decision as to what 
his duties were. To all purposes and intents he was a small 
replica of the senior pastor. Both preached, both called, both 
attended meetings of the board. The senior pastor as the boss 
passed on to his associate the tasks of which he wanted to 
dispose. 

Today we do some things just as senseless. There is a 
formula often repeated that when a church has more than 
five hundred members an associate should be called. No fixed 
formula can apply to every situation. If the church is merely 
a preaching station and no pastoral work is involved, I can 
see no need for even one associate. Many associates in the old 
days were required to sit in the chancel with the pastor 
during the service. Some of these chafed with discomfort, 
knowing that there was needed leadership elsewhere which 
they could supply, but the official board thought it impres- 
sive to have two ministers, or three, to conduct the morning 
worship. 

I recently visited a church where both ministers were ex- 
pected to attend the meetings of the official board and like- 
wise attend the meetings of the women’s association and the 
Sunday school board. Another church visited about the same 
time had divided the work of its two ministers. The pastor 
presided over the session (the spiritual board); the associate 
met with the board of trustees. The associate was the staff

Circulation and Advertising 


T he desire of any magazine to secure a liberal amount of 
paid advertising space is surely a laudable ambition. 


Good advertising is as valuable to many readers as the edi- 
torial content, but many people not intimately connected with 
the publishing business seem to think that a large circulation 
assures much advertising. 

The fact that this kind of reasoning has been frequently 
expressed in the church field prompts this paper on the re- 
lationship between circulation and advertising. 

In the first place, no responsible magazine is primarily 
interested in circulation alone. What it desires is readership. 
You could print and mail a million copies, but if those who 
receive the copies do not read them, the distribution profits 
neither the readers nor the advertisers.

Some years ago when my own denomination was looking 
toward the establishment of a journal which would reach 
every home in the local churches, the committee listened to 
the statement of an ill-advised leader. He said: 


When we get 500,000 subscriptions we will have 
to resist the amount of advertising which will be 


poured upon us. 


Now the Presbyterian Life has many times 500,000 cir- 
culation, but it is still necessary for the denomination to 
subsidize it heavily. The advertising pages look pretty thin. 

The Protestant Episcopal Church is now considering the 
establishment of a single denominational journal. The Wit- 
ness, one of several journals now going to Protestant 
Episcopal families, is arguing against the plan. This discusses

TO STAY IN THE MINISTRY 


[° former years, ministers often spoke 
about the sacrifices that they made in 
order to serve their churches. These sacri- 
fices were, of course, always in the realm 
of the material—food, housing, clothing, 
etc. One suspects that those sacrifices were 
frequently overdrawn, but nowadays there 
are few ministers that are sacrificing any- 
thing. Conditions are different, of course, 
and ministers are receiving the advan- 
tages of those conditions just as other 
people are. 

Here are a few categories which come 
to mind in this matter of “sacrifices” at 
the present time 


Food 

We have only the finest and fanciest 
food in our home. My wife buys all food 
on the basis of price alone; no, not, as 
this implies, at the lowest price, but if 
there are two or three brands of the same 
item of food in the super market, she 
buys the one that is highest. Anything that 
is less than the best or that is leftover is 
given to the cat or just thrown into the 
garbage. Our children, especially, would 
not think of eating anything less than the 
best, for they are highly selective 

Besides, we have a large refrigerator 
with a big freezer compartment, so that 
we can buy and keep the finest foods. 

This is true not only of our family, but 
other ministers’ families that I know have 
the same high standards. 


Car 
We have only a Ford car, but it is a 
recent model. Besides, it was given to us 
by the church. There is no guarantee that 
we will get another, and it does not look 
like it now because members of the board 
who made the arrangement are no longer 
on the board; but the fact remains that 
we did get this car as an outright gift. 
Nor do we stand alone, because hun- 
dreds of other ministers have 
cars as gifts from their congregations or 
from groups within the congregations. 
In addition, many who buy their own 
cars have cars that are much more ex- 
pensive than the Ford.

Housing 


People frequently assume that our 
family lives in back of the church. This is 
not true although a former pastor lived 
in a parsonage attached to the church. 
However, he moved out thirty-five years 
ago, and the original parsonage is now 
used for an educational building. This 
former pastor, now retired, lives in a 
mansion of his own, and we live in the 
parsonage owned by the church. It is in 
a fine residential area—usually regarded 
as being the best residential neighborhood 
within the city limits, although naturally 
some of the suburban areas are more 
“plush” than our area. Our parsonage is 
not new, but it is comfortable and in 
good repair. 

Moreover, I've noted that we do not 
stand alone in this matter of housing. 
Especially in recent years, a considerable 
percentage of parsonages in rural areas 
are of a magnificent nature as compared to 
former days. There is every modern con- 
venience. In many cases the church itself 
is not nearly so fine looking as the par- 
sonage. Perhaps one factor is that the 
congregation would like to erect a new 
church, bur it is too expensive, whereas a 
parsonage can be handled financially. 

In our denomination men just out of 
seminary, already married in many cases 
for several years, are going as first pastors 
into new suburban areas where they are 
given fine houses. To be sure, there are 
at least two factors: (1) Since they must 
be in the area, there are literally no houses 
or apartments for rent nor anything but 
the new houses to buy; and (2) it is as- 
sumed by all concerned that the parsonage 
which the church buys must be on a par 
with the fine suburban homes of the 
members.

Clothing 

We have only the best for our children, 
my wife, and myself—no “hand-me- 
downs” as in previous generations. If a 
garment is not just right in quality or 
size, it goes into the relief boxes for ship- 
ment abroad. At least there it can do some 
good. 


College 

The church at large operates denomi- 
national schools and colleges, but the chil- 
dren of ministers do not always attend 
them. Many, including our own, attend 
other colleges that have more prestige and 
a higher scholastic standing, even though 
their fathers attended small church 
colleges. 

You can justify this at least on one 
count: Many of the ministers of our 
church, although graduates of our own 
seminaries, have gone to colleges other 
than those of our church body. This is 
particularly true of those who are pastors 


, of our best known congregations, of those 


who are in the administrative positions, 
and of those who are professors in the 
seminaries. 


Salary 

This is certainly the most touchy matter 
in regard to “sacrifices,” merely because 
almost all people, including ministers, 
think that they The in- 
sidious thing is that no matter how much 
you get (minister or layman) it is not 
enough to keep up with the inflationary 
and materialistic times in which we live 
As a matter of fact, I could save a little 
during depression years of the 1930's 
when our children were small, but we do 
not save anything from my salary nowa- 
days, especially since my wife has re- 
turned to full-time schoolteaching for 
the avowed purpose of helping our chil- 
dren through college. Moreover, she will 
probably keep on teaching indefinitely, 
especially since we would have so much 
less money if we had my salary alone. 

While I am sure that there are many 
and various exceptions to the things which 
I have written, particularly in small 
parishes in rural areas, yet the “sacrifices” 
of former years are certainly not being 
duplicated on the same scale in our times.

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Haugan’s Great 


CHRISTMAS ANNUAL 


JR sadolph E. Haugan is a collector of 
rare distinction. He makes a spe- 
cialty of Christmas. 

An unusual hobby, of course. Beyond 
that, however, it would merit little atten- 
tion by itself. But Haugan put his hobby 
to practical use and in so doing has helped 
to enrich the observance of Christmas in 
homes everywhere 

The story of Haugan’s deep interest in 
Christmas—and what came of it—goes 
back to his boyhood on a Wisconsin farm 
There, the quiet reverence in which the 
day of days was observed in the happy 
warmth of the family circle made a last- 
ing impression upon him. Somehow he 
wanted to keep those memories forever. 

Haugan isn’t sure just when he began to 
collect the things about Christmas that he 
feels are worthy of remembrance. But it 
wasn't long before he had accumulated a 
vast store of memorabilia from all corners 
of the world. 

Meanwhile, fresh out of college in 
1925, Haugan had joined Augsburg Pub- 
lishing House, operated by The Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church at its national 
headquarters in Minneapolis, Minnesota. 
In 1929 he was promoted to general 
manager. 

By then his files bulged with material 
on Christmas. How, he wondered, could 
he share these treasures with others? What 
kind of a publication could best serve this 
purpose? By coupling his hobby with a 
borrowed idea and his own skill as an 
editor and lithographer, Haugan found 
the answer 

Out of the union came Christmas, 
later subtitled An American Annual of 
Christmas Literature and Art. Devoted 
solely to the observance of Christ's birth- 
day throughout the world, it was designed 
“to put the real meaning back into 
Christmas.” And that is still its only aim 
today. 

A mere 5,000 copies of the first 
Christmas were printed in the depression 
year of 1931, compared to a press run of 
nearly 150,000 for the twenty-eighth 
volume this year. To date more than 
2,350,000 copies of the annual have been 
sold, impressive testimony to its wide, 
popular appeal. 

Haugan borrowed his idea from annuals 
which were a tradition in Scandinavia and

England. He wasn’t daunted by the fact 
that none had ever caught on in this 
country. He spent the next two years 
working over the idea into his own con- 
ception—a publication that would reflect 
the dignity and religious significance of 
Christmas which the others lacked. 

From the very beginning, Haugan laid 
down several cardinal principles that have 
been rigidly followed through the years. 
Christ, he resolved, would be the central 
theme of the annual. There would be no 
compromise with the commercial or the 
secular. Therefore, no advertising, no 
scenes of revelry, no Santa Claus. 

And never, under any circumstances 
whatsoever, any mention of “Xmas.” That 
abbreviation, to put it mildly, is abhorred 

In richness printing, in ex- 
cellence of typography, in variety of con- 
tent, Christmas is a masterpiece of the 
publishers’s art, an annual in a clasrs by 
itself.

THE MESSAGE OF THE BOOK 


H ere is a Christmas. pageant with a dif- 
ference; it depends upon family 
Bible reading to be effective. Every mem- 
ber of the family is encouraged to bring 
a Bible and to read aloud during this 
pageant with its emphasis upon partici- 
pation. 

The familiar costumed characters have 
a part in the pageant, but attention is also 
focused on their contemporary parallels 

a mother, a father, a businessman, a 
believer, a “golden-ager.” Mary, Joseph, 
the innkeeper, the shepherds and wise 
men go through their accustomed paces 
in pantomine, while their modern counter- 
parts address them in verse, especially 
written to be read aloud and designed for 
easy memorization. 

The service should be announced well 
in advance in order that families may 
borrow additional copies of the King 
James version of the Bible, chosen because 
the Christmas story in the King James 
version is so familiar.

Men 
who seek to impress others are likely to 
succeed, though not always in a degree suf- 
ficient to satisfy their own wants. But the 
process of winning success in this fashion 
inhibits a course of action that can lead to 
winning the rewards of heaven. 

So the warning of Jesus involves not 
so much the operation of justice as of 
cause and effect. It is a basic law of God, 
at once hidden and clear, that “you get 
what you pay for.”

|“ not have a very happy childhood. 
Our home was in the poorest quarter 
of Jerusalem, and all around us were the 
sights and sounds which men associate 
with city slums today. The ugly little huts 
were built so close together that they often 
seemed no more than rooms in one vast 
cosmic tabernacle of confusion and dis- 
order. The narrow streets were frequently 
impassable, so thronged were they with 
peddlers hawking wares and children 
shrieking wildly as they ran about in play. 
There was rubbish everywhere, and in the 
center of the streets were the droppings 
of the animals, and in the shallow gutters 
was the sewage from the houses. You 
never had the privilege of silence. You 
never had the right of separation from 
your fellow men. You never had the 
chance to lift your heart to God alone 
and feel that you were part of something 
clean and something quiet, something 
great and something good. In fact, so 
steadily were we surrounded by the stench 
and noise and wretchedness that on infre- 
quent trips beyond the city limits we were 
troubled by the emptiness and frightened 
by the stillness, and so bedeviled by the 
foul odors of the city that the very frag- 
rance of the lilies seemed at first an ex- 
halation foreign and unpleasant. 


My father's name was Benjamin, but 
I found in him nothing reminiscent of 
that Benjamin of old who was the young- 
est son of Jacob and Rachel. The Benjamin 
I knew was anything but tender and was 
not a man to foster love in anyone whose 
lot it was to call him father. His work was 
driving camels, and for many months to- 
gether he would be away from home com- 
pletely, traveling with caravans that plied 
between the valleys of the Tigris and the 
Nile. What little happiness I had came 
only in his absence; for always on his 
coming home he asked my mother how 
I had behaved myself, and always she had 
kept a list of my infractions of the rules 
while he was gone. Without exception he 
was more or less intoxicated every time 
he stumbled home to us, and the beatings 
which he gave me with his heavy leather 
strap were awful both in prospect and in 
actuality. Nor did the matter end when 
his sadistic fury had been spent and he

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had staggered off to sleep awhile upon his 
bed beside the door; for daily after that 
he nagged and criticized and baited me 
until I often wished that I were dead. 

My mother’s name was Mary, and even 
as I found in father nothing to remind me 
of that former Benjamin whom I had 
come to love in reading of him, I saw 
in mother little to recall the Miriam whose 
name she bore, the sister of the mighty 
Moses who had watched beside the reeds 
to see if Pharaoh's daughter would take 
care of him. While my father was away 
on his long journeys with the caravans, 
there were many callers at our house. Al- 
ways they were men. They came at night, 
and as soon as they appeared, I knew that 
I must leave the house and stay away till 
they were gone. Once I thought the man 
had left and I came back sooner than | 
should. I can still remember how he swore 
at me and how my mother whipped and 
whipped me for my disobedience. Today 
I know how much my mother hated what 
she did and how much abject poverty 
there was in leading her to do it; but 
then I had no brothers and no sisters, and 
my loneliness was only made the more 
unbearable as mother nightly thrust me 
out for reasons which I could not under- 
stand. 


When I was twelve my mother died 
Father finally persuaded one of his re- 
luctant brothers to take care of me, and 
so it was that I went to live in Bethlehem 
My uncle and my aunt had seven children 
of their own, and I was nothing but an 
added burden—someone to remind them 
daily of the Bejamin whom they despised, 
someone whose existence they deplored and 
toward whom they felt nothing bur re- 


sentment and revulsion. Wherever I was, 


it seemed they did not want me; and what 
ever I said, it seemed that I was wrong 
“Get out of the way, Abner!” they would 
shout at me. Or: “O shut up, Abner! 
You're talking like a fool.” Or: “We had 
a happy home until you came here, 
Abner, but you have spoiled it all. You're 
just a troublemaker!” 


Shepherds of Bethlehem 
I do not know when first I found my 
self attracted to the shepherds. The house 
at Bethlehem was no more home to me 
than that which I had known when mother 


was alive, and realizing that I was not 
wanted there, | wandered often through 
the streets and talked with anyone whom 
1 could find—with the merchants, with 
the farmers, with the women at the well, 
with anyone who seemed to have a 
friendly face and looked as if he might 
reply to what I said without offense or 
irritation 


But it was the shepherds whom I loved 
beyond all others. Bethlehem lay in a 
region strangely fertile for the land of 
Palestine. Below it was the long, grim 
wilderness of Sinai 
the Jordan, rose the steep, harsh cliffs of 
Moab, followed only by the barren, empty 
spaces of the desert; and westward there 
was nothing but Tekoa with its memories 
of Amos coming from the wilderness to 
preach God's condemnation on the people 
But around the town of Bethle- 
hem the land was of a gentler kind. There

[ oseeed of the traditional portrayal of 

the nativity, the pupils at Parkland 
High School, Orefield, Pennsylvania, pre- 
sented for their parents and the public, 
“Christmas in Old Lehigh,” a pageant in 
which the age-old story of the birth of the 
Christ child has been depicted with char- 
acters indigenous to the locale of the 
school. 

Realizing that the religious and cultural 
heritage of the Pennsylvania German fore- 
fathers has been very rich, the chairman of 
the Art Department, Dr. William W. 
Swallow, conceived the idea of portraying 
the various events of the nativity in an 
unusually picturesque setting. He ex- 
pressed his ideas to Mrs. Martha Schaeffer 
of the English department who is respon- 
sible for the Christmas pageants presented 
by the school. Mrs. Schaeffer collaborated 
with him in preparing the script, and the 
production was presented for the first 
time in 1956. 

The year 1900 was chosen as the time 
for the events, and the immediate vicinity 
of the school, namely the Guthsville area, 
was chosen for the setting.

asked their mothers to search in their 
attics for clothing reminiscent of the 
chosen period, 1900. On the stage, en- 
hanced with furniture and properties char- 
acteristic of the time, were displayed a 
settle, plank rocker, old-fashioned cradle, 
coal oil lamp, and candle molds. 

Mary, pictured in a plain blue dress, the 
choice of the people of that time, is visited 
by the angel as she is knitting before the 
fireplace in her humble Pennsylvania 
German farmhouse. 

Perhaps one of the most picturesque 
scenes of all is the one in which there 
appear thirty villagers who view the 
Guthsville area, with the colonial spire of 
Jordan Lutheran Church in prominence, 
while the spot on the barn sign in the 
background portends the birth. 

The kings, representing the aristocracy 
of that period in the area, appear in high 
silk hats and chesterfields, bearing their 
most coveted gifts: gold (a basket of field 
corn), frankincense (a basket of apples), 
and myrrh (a live chicken). 


The script following the traditional 
story, and the music consisting of German 
and English numbers, are combined to 
form an impressional background for the 
program, the printing of which is revealed 
inside opened barn doors. June Rose of 
the music department worked with Mrs. 
Schaeffer to adapt the music to the story. 

In his latest addition to the production, 
Dr. Swallow has had the members of the 
elective art classes make life-sized lambs 
and a donkey with papier-mache. 

“Christmas in Old Lehigh,” a coopera- 
tive effort on the part of those in the in- 
dustrial arts, printing, fine arts, music, 
and English departments, has won its way 
into the hearts of not only the five hun- 
dred youngsters who yearly grasp the true 
and only spirit of Christmas but also 
the entire student body, parents and 
friends. 

Although the initial effort was pro- 
duced as an experiment, the production 
has been so well received that it, in all 
probability, will become traditional at 
Parkland.

uncle and my aunt to let me go, but 
never with success until the night before 
my fourteenth birthday when at last they 
gave me their permission. “Let that be 
your birthday present,” my uncle shouted 
after me as I was leaving. “It will save 
us buying anything to give you. And 
don’t hurry back. You won't be missed!” 

But I was far too breathless to pay heed 
to him and much too happy to be hurt 
by what he said. I remember running 
through the crowded streets as fast as | 
could force my legs to carry me—bump- 
ing into countless men and women, at- 
tracting numberless expressions of pro- 
fanity, but wanting only to put Bethlehem 
behind me and not caring in the slightest 
what the town might think of me for all 
my haste and rudeness. At such a pace I 
ran until I reached the last house in the 
town, and there I stopped; for here the 
short street narrowed to a footpath, and 
only open fields lay now before me. The 
sun was sinking ever closer to the distant 
hills, and far across the valley I could see 
the sheep around the shepherds and the 
tiny wisp of smoke which rose up from 
the fire they were building for the night. 
I must not hurry now. This was that for 
which I came. This was the prize which I 
had sought so long to win, and every 
morsel of these moments must be tasted 
and enjoyed. So now I did not run: I 
walked. And I watched the sun go down, 
and I threw some pebbles in the little 
brook beside the path, and I chewed a 
piece of grass, and I whistled and I sang. 


It was almost dark when I had crossed 
the valley to the shepherds; but life was 
full of glory now, and life was glad, and 
life was good. Judah and the other men 
received me with their customary friendli- 
ness. “Eat hearty, lad,” they said, and 
handed me a gourd that I might share 
their simple meal around the open fire. 
We talked of many things as evening 
deepened into night—the massacre of the 
twelve thousand people by the Roman 
Pompey and the slaughter of the priests 
before their very altars, the rebellion in 
Judea, the capture of Tarichaeae, the sell-

Value of the Manager 
to the Pastor 

Last January a meeting in Chicago 
brought together the pastors of large 
membership churches of the United Lu- 
theran Church. Responding to an invita- 
tion from this group, I took most of a day 
discussing the program of the larger 
church. Very important in this presenta- 
tion was the place of the business 
administrator. 

The thesis I presented was that in 
building a professional staff the second 
full-time employee should be a secretary 
A minister with a good secretary will 
do more for his church than two minis- 
ters without a secretary. The third per- 
son added should be the director of re- 
ligious education. When a church gets to 
a fourth, a professional business manager 
should be considered.

is a comparatively new field of serv- 
ice. While there has been administrative 
assistance in many of the larger churches 
for many years, only during the past three 
to five years has church business manage- 
into 


ment, aS a separate Operation, come 
existence. 

During the past two years, the field 
has rapidly expanded on an interdenomi- 
national basis until at this time it is esti- 
mated that over five hundred such posi- 
tions have been established in the Prot- 
estant churches; the titles being Business 
Manager, Executive Director, Business 
Administrator, Executive Assistant and 
Administrative Assistant. 

On the basis of inquiry during the past 
several months, no information has been 
received that would indicate inclusion into 
the curriculum of a college, university or 
seminary, specialized training for this par- 
ticular type of work. Of course numerous 
colleges and offer business 
administration degrees; however there 
still is a considerable difference in the 
actual operation of business administration 
as it is thought of in the temporal field 
of the church.

Due to a lack 
of formal specialized education, nearly all 
of the present business administrators musi 
rely upon former employment and/or 
training, in their efforts to adequately as- 
sume the responsibilities and duties of a 
church business administrator. There is a 
definite spirit of cooperation among these 
people of many Protestant denominations 
so that this field may be 
advanced effectively.

The following observations should in 
no way be interpreted as a set of rules to 
be followed. They results of trial

Business Administration must be con- 
sidered as a completely normal working 
part in the overall operation. There should 
never be a time when business administra- 
tion is separated from the everyday 
operation. 

While the objective of this department 
is temporal, there must be a close rela- 
tionship between the ministerial, educa- 
tional and business administrative classifi-

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cations. A lack of understanding concern- 
ing the problems facing the church daily 

will easily lead to friction in the staff 

organization. Each department must know 

of each other's needs and problems and 

work in harmony toward a complete and 

successful operation. 

In many churches, the temporal duties 
fall upon the shoulders of the ministers 
in the everyday operation. Committees of 
laymen, assigned to individual operations, 
must meet to make final decisions and 
dispositions on work assigned to them. 
However, the higher percentage of this 
operation must fall on the minister. There- 
fore, one of the primary purposes for the 
establishment of the position of business 
administrator will be to remove this heavy 
burden of work and responsibility from 
the minister, thus allowing him more free-

It is recognized that the administration 
of funds must be under the direction of 
the board of trustees, or a similar board, 
and that board in turn will not endeavor 
to determine policy. In Presbyterian 
churches, the session determines policy and 
the senior minister, as the presiding of- 
ficer of the session, is the administrative 
head of the church.

Finance 

The operating income of the church is 
derived from pledges, with exception of 
course of the relatively small number of 
gifts. The business administrator will take 
an active part in the stewardship program 
of the church and personally lend every 
thought and effort toward the raising of 
funds necessary in the efficient operation 
of the church. Many of the mechanical 
details of the program will be channeled 
to the business office, and there must be 
a constant alertness to methods and ways 
that will bring about a complete partici- 
pation of the entire church membership.

Well in advance of the initial meeting 
of the budget committee, the business ad- 
ministrator will assemble from the respon- 
sible committees and departments of the 
church, the requirements for the ensuing 
year, and prepare a preliminary statement 
for the budget committee's action. 

The business administrator will pre- 
pare an estimated schedule of disburse- 
ments based on approved budget require- 
ments and authorize the disbursements to 
the best interests of the church. This will 
require constant attention to make sure 
that purchases will not be made (con-

The financial condition of the church 
must be recorded in such a manner that 
an audit could be made currently. 


Maintenance and Upkeep 

The business administrator must be 
constantly aware of the physical condition 
of the properties. At least once each 
month, or more often if the conditions 
require, he should meet with the custodial 
and maintenance staff. These meetings 
will serve to acquaint the custodial and 
maintenance staff, at one time, with the 
condition of the properties and correct any 
improper methods of maintenance. The 
head custodian will of course supervise the 
activities of the other members of the 
custodial staff. Ordinary upkeep mainten- 
ance expense of the properties, already 
budgeted, will be authorized by the ad- 
ministrator; however if there should be 
occasion for abnormal costs relative to 
extra heavy repairs, he will secure bids or 
proposals from qualified outside firms and 
submit them to the board of trustees with 
recommendation for discussion and final 
disposition. The board of trustees will 
authorize the contract with the qualified 
outside firm to make the repair. If not, the 
business office will be so advised 

The business office will negotiate with 
supply firms for materials and/or equip- 
ment necessary in the proper upkeep of 
the properties except in cases of pur- 
chase of ordinary and small custodial 
items which will be ordered by the head 
custodian and covered by a purchase order 
originated in the business office. 


Purchases and Supplies 

The business office will be respon- 
sible for the origination of purchase orders 
to cover miscellaneous supplies required 
in the ordinary operation of the church 
In addition, materials needed in connec- 
tion with departmental operations and 
recommended by an authorized person or 
committee will be ordered through the 
business office. All such purchases should 
be, with few exceptions, covered by 
authorized budget. 

It shall be the responsibility of 
business administrator to negotiate 
best possible prices and discounts on ma- 
terials and specify a supplier for such ma- 
terials. Quantity buying, if at all possible, 
will command a better net price than 
small and frequent purchases

Insurance 

The business administrator will work 
with the insurance committee of the board 
of trustees in an effort to secure the best 
possible insurance coverage for the prop- 
erties and contents. In order to effect a 
proper application of insurance, he should 
have a knowledge of the condition of the 
properties and contents, either by personal 
inspection, or by information furnished by 


the custodial staff. If there should 


occur any damage covered by insurance, 
he will deal with the insurer for prep- 
aration of claims and payment thereof. 

The business administrator will be re- 
sponsible for reporting changes in insur- 
able properties and/or contents. A review 
of the coverages should be made annually 
and jointly by the insurance committee of 
the board of trustees and the business 
administrator. 


Unspecified General Supervision 

There are many instances of work pro- 
grams occurring in the operation of the 
larger churches, and when these programs 
occur, the business administrator will lend 
whatever assistance he can to bring about 
a fulfillment of the program.

Your Educational Expenses May Mean 


FURTHER TAX

M inisters are in line to benefit from a 
tax regulation just issued by the 
U. S. Internal Revenue Service which pro- 
vides for income tax deductions for sum- 
mer and night school college work under- 
taken to improve the taxpayer's skill in 
his profession. 

Missionaries, directors of religious edu- 


| cation, parish social workers, and even 


church secretaries are also in line for bene- 
fits under the regulation. 

Although the new ruling was intended 
primarily for public school teachers who 
have to attend summer sessions at college 
in order to qualify for advanced degrees 
and maintain their status in the school 
system, it applies to other professional 
groups just as much as to educators. 

Inquiries by Church Management to 
high-ranking officials of the Internal 
Revenue Service in Washington indicate 
that ministers very definitely can qualify 
for tax deductions, provided the additional 
education they take meets the standards 
set forth in the new Paragraph 1.162-5 
of Internal Revenue regulations, published 
as Tax Determination 6291, Federal 
Register Vol. 23, No. 68, April 5, 1958. 

“Because the National Education As- 
sociation carried the ball in this fight,” 
one tax official observed, “the impression

has gotten around that it was a ruling 
applicable only to teachers. This is in- 
correct. Any person engaged in a profes- 
sion where additional education or ‘re- 
fresher’ courses regularly are required is 
eligible and the clergy clearly is one such 
group.” 

Ministers who have been taking sum- 
mer or night school work that they feel 
meets the standards can file a claim for 
refunds on taxes paid in 1955, 1956 and 
1957, since the regulation is retroactive 
for three years. Internal Revenue Form 843 
will be supplied, for the purpose of 
making such a claim for refund, by any 
Internal Revenue Service office. 

We hasten to point out, however, that 
not all summer school work taken by 
ministers is eligible for tax deduction as 
a necessary professional expense. 

The basic requirement, as spelled out in 
the regulation, is this: 


Expenditures made by a taxpayer for 
his education are deductible if they are 
for education (including research ac- 
tivities) undertaken primarily for the 
purpose of: 

(1) Maintaining or improving skills 
required by the taxpayer in his em- 
ployment or other trade or business or 

(2) Meeting the express require- 
ments of a taxpayer's employer, of the 
requirements of applicable law or regu- 
lations, imposed as a condition to the 
retention by the taxpayer of his salary, 
status, or employment. 


Whether or not the education which 
has been undertaken by a minister can 
qualify for tax deduction will be deter- 
mined “upon the basis of all the facts in 
each case,” the regulation specifies. As 
with all tax regulations, it may be several 
years before a sufficient body of precedents 
is established by the Tax Rulings Section 
in Washington to cover all cases. The only 
way such precedents can be established is 
on the basis of the acceptance or rejection 
of individual claims. 

Ministers had a recent illustration of 
this aspect of tax law when an enter- 
prising Oklahoma clergyman succeeded in 
getting a ruling from Washington that a 
minister who is furnished a parsonage but 
pays for his own utilities can get a tax-free 
housing allowance to pay for the utility

bills, including the parsonage telephone. 
This ruling will benefit clergymen all 
over the nation. 

Thus, in the case of the new regulation, 
no one can say precisely what will be 
allowed as deductible educational expense 
as far as clergymen are concerned until 
claims are filed by ministers and we learn 
of their disposition. 

The regulation does spell out some 
things that will not be allowed. 

“Expenditures are not deductible,” says 
Internal Revenue, “if they are for educa- 
tion undertaken primarily for the purpose 
of obtaining a new position or substantial 
advancement in position, or primarily for 
the purpose of fulfilling the general edu- 
cational aspirations or personal purposes 
of the taxpayer.” 


Internal Revenue quickly closes the 
door on any theological students who, 
while attending seminary, serve a church 
on a part-time or full-time basis. They 
won't be able to claim a deduction because 
the training they are taking is part of the 
normal minimum qualification for pro- 
fessional standing in the field. As phrased 
by Internal Revenue, the regulation states 
that “if education is required of the tax- 
payer in order to meet the minimum re- 
quirements for qualification . . in his 
intended profession or specialty therein, 
the expense of such education is personal 
in nature and therefore is not deductible.” 


Internal Revenue cites as an example 
under this paragraph an employee of an 
accounting firm who takes additional 
studies to become a certified public ac- 
countant. The courses represent the mini- 
mum requirement for qualification as a 
CPA. Therefore, this study is for his per- 
sonal advancement and is not deductible 
The analogy to a student minister who has 
not completed seminary is obvious and 
seminarians cannot benefit even if they 
belong to denominations which confer a 
probationary license or ordination before 
completion of the B.D. degree 

However, it would appear that a minis- 
ter who, after fulfilling the ordinary re- 
quirements for ordination, uses his 
summer vacation to take courses in such 
fields as psychology, public speech, or 
sociology, so as to better prepare himself 
for the job he is filling, can qualify. He 
can deduct his expenditures for travel, 
meals, and lodging while away from home, 
as well as tuition and books 

A minister who works on his doctorate 
would probably qualify if the doctorate 
is in theology or a related field, even 
though possession of the degree will en- 
hance his future standing in his profes- 
sion and lead to his advancement. A 
minister, on the other hand, taking an 
M.A. or Ph.D. in such a field as English 
literature or history would have to per- 
suade the tax collector that he was not 
just pursuing a “personal aspiration” or 
seeking to become a specialist

JIFFY WHITE 








A minister taking a college course in 
public speaking could argue cogently that 
he needs such training to retain and im- 
prove a vital skill necessary to his calling. 
On the other hand, his celleague taking 
a course in the same school in creative 
writing would probably not qualify be- 
cause it would be assumed that he wants 
to branch out as a writer and is training 
himself for a specialization. 

Obviously, a lot is going to depend on 
how the local tax collector interprets the 
regulation in individual cases. 

The regulation deals briefly with what 
is expected in Washington to be a thorny 
problem with regard to sabbatical leaves. 

“In general, a taxpayer's expenditures 
for travel (including travel while on sab- 
batical leave) as a form of education shall 
be considered primarily personal in nature 
and therefore not deductible,” says Inter- 
nal Revenue. But if a minister goes to the 
Holy Land, there is a possibility that such 
specific education might be allowable. If 
the minister reads Hebrew and were to 
undertake some serious study of the Dead 
Sea scrolls or engage in archeological 
work in the Holy Land, an even better 
case might be made. 

The regulation does not specify that the 
education or training has to be at a col- 
lege or university. This opens a possibility 
that ministers who attend summer confer- 
ences on problems confronting them in 
their ministry or pastoral counseling will 
be able to deduct the cost of attending 
such conferences. However, the Internal 
Revenue Service will have to be satisfied 
that the conference had a sufficiently stiff 
program of lectures and required reading 
as to constitute a bona fide educational 
venture, and was not just a forum for the 
discussion of mutual problems. 

Denominations which require the at- 
tendance of their ministers at such con- 
ferences and institutes will give them 
better claims for tax deduction. Internal 
Revenue cautions, however, that it will 
consider education to be undertaken “to 
meet the express requirements of his em- 
ployer” only if it determines that “the 
requirement is imposed primarily for a 
bona fide business purpose of the tax- 
payer's employer and not primarily for 
the taxpayer's benefit.” 

In other words, if a church or denomi- 
national agency requires that a minister at- 
tend a certain summer institute, and it 
obviously is to the best interests of the 
church itself that this training be under- 
taken, it is deductible—but not if the res- 
olution was passed merely to let the 
minister claim a tax deduction. 

If those who direct summer conferences 
take this new tax regulation seriously, it 
could result in a great improvement in 
such programs, raising the standards so 
that those who attend can legitimately 
claim enough education to make a tax 
deduction.

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on sabbatical leave and take special courses | 
to better prepare themselves to serve their 
areas can probably qualify for tax bene- | 
fits. They can likely claim a deduction for | 
the cost of correspondence courses, too, 
if those are specifically related to their 
work. 

Ministers of religious education stand 
to benefit directly from this new regula- 
tion because their position is very similar 
to that of teachers. The fact that the 
summer education leads to an advanced 
degree will not disqualify it. 

Ministers of music taking advanced 
work in their field would seem to have a 
very good chance of getting tax deduction, 
too. 

Church social workers who take addi- 
tional work in sociology, psychology, or 
other fields related to their work, or who 
seek masters’ or doctors’ degrees through 
summer study, will be eligible for tax 
benefits. 

Even the church secretary can benefit. 
If she takes a course in shorthand or typ- 
ing in order to improve her speed and 
proficiency, she can make a deduction of 
the cost of the course. Internal Revenue 
has specifically pointed out that a stenog- 
rapher who wants to take “brush-up” 
work is eligible. 

Thus, the new regulation has a lot of 
possibilities that church administrators 
will want to study closely. The extent to 
which the benefits will be allowed to 
ministers and church workers will become 
apparent only as the facts in the individual 
cases are presented for determination. It 
doesn’t hurt to file an application for 
refund or to claim a deduction on this 
year's return when it is filed next April 
15. There's no penalty if it is turned 
down. You don’t owe any more tax than 
you would have—and you might find that 
you owe quite a few dollars less!

Service of Lights 

Darkness was over the face of the deep 
God said, “Let there be light.” And there 
was light. This is the poetical Hebrew way 
of speaking of the creation of luminaries 
by God. 

“Let there be light” is the cry that has 
rung down through the centuries and cor- 
ridors of time, and the echo has tried, oh 
so hard, to answer, “And there was light.” 
But there was not. Men lived and died in 
darkness—more obscure than the lighting 
of a flickering candle, more dense than the 
diverse shadows which threaten to swallow 
and engulf us in their long arms. There 


was no intellectual light for centuries.

Even the early church was woefully igro- 
rant; the dawn of a new era of enlighten- 
ment and reason had not arrived. There 
was no moral light. What was considered 
best, what would give pleasure was para- 
mount, with no thought of consequences. 
There was above all no spiritual light. The 
crude and very basic concepts were a long 
time in forming. The evolution of belief 
was not like the creative genius of a 
theologian but much as the halting step 
of an infant. “Let there be light”—and 
prophets, prelates and princes sought to 
break into the intense gloom with a mes- 
sage of hope, eternal and unchanging 

“Let there be light”—but O how reveal- 
ing would have been that brilliance to 
eyes accustomed to darkness and loving it 
because their deeds were evil. O how re- 
velatory would have been that glow to 
minds and hearts, yes, souls enveloped in 
the slough of despondency. Because they 
would not come to the light for fear, they 
were made to come to the light by force 
God conditioned the Christmas caroling 
of angels off in the courts of creation to 
resound down to the earth where men 
were exceedingly wicked. The result 
light—light for blind eyes which would 
not see; light for ignorant hearts which 
would not learn; light for stubborn souls 
which would not yield. Let there be light! 
And indeed, light flooded into every nook 
and cranny of life, for the poet wrote 
well. “It is better to light one candle than 
to stumble and curse the darkness

Our Lord is holy, righteous, meek, 
lowly, kind, long-suffering, loving; but 
his light, the searchlight of God, may 
expose evil, sin, and that which is dis- 
pleasing; yet in spite of this we say, we 
consider first and foremost—the light of 
our Savior. 

Il. LIGHT OF OUR SERVICE— 
(Light one on the side of middle.) 
Striking a match to release a flame re- 
veals our service responsibility and privi- 
lege to our fellows. We cannot look at 
Christmas and Christ without thinking of 
others. The Scrooge in Dickens’ Christmas 
Carol is ever with us in spirit and we need 
always to guard the altruistic flame 
(giving to others) for this is Christmas 
and Christianity.

From the Syracuse church he was called 
to the historic Marble Collegiate Church 
of New York City. This meant a change 
from the Methodist denomination to that 
of the Reformed Church in America (The 
Dutch Reformed ) 

Faced here with the problems that 
crowd the great city, there came a change 
in his thinking and preaching. He experi- 
mented with social and political activities. 
He was a Republican, an exponent of the 
free competitive system, an enemy of the 
liquor traffic, and joined with those who 
fought the New Deal. Experience is a 
valuable teacher. He learned his lesson 
and withdrew from the political fray to 
concentrate on his spiritual program 

While the book does not give a de- 
tailed account of his social-religious phi- 
losophy, this really is quite simple. There 
is so much of God in each of us that we, 
with God's help, can rise above the dif- 
ficulties of life. Among the difficulties 
he includes physical illnesses, and joins 
hands with those who are experimenting 
with the therapy of prayer and religion. 
The world responded to this message in 
a way which filled his church. Later it 
purchased millions of copies of his books 
which follow the pattern of prayer- 
religion-health. 

He had his troubles in the church. He 
found that New York congregations could 
fight over the reorganization of the choir 
as did the rural churches of his native 
state. He learned that the leading elder in 
a Dutch Reformed church is an important 
man, and that when he says, “Don’t preach 
more than twenty minutes,” you had better 
stop at the end of minutes. He 
found that in some ways his ministerial 
obligations to Marble Collegiate Church 
conflicted with his Christian idealism, and 
not too long ago he resolved to resign 
from the church to become a Christian. 
Advice from friends and relatives per- 
suaded him to stick with the church. 

At the present time we find him in top 
form with capacity congregations in his 
church and books selling by the thousands. 
His activities are now concentrated in his 
church, his publication interests which are 
definitely religious, and his platform lec- 
tures. He has reached an eviable position, 
and his lecture fees approach the figures 
offered actors and baseball players.

H. Evans. Fleming H. Revell Company.

The five sermons in this book are 
printed here for the second time. Dr. 
Evans originally preached them from the 
pulpit of the National Presbyterian 
Church, Washington, D. C. They made 
such an impression that machinery was 
set in motion to have them printed in 
The Congressional Record. This reviewer 
has not studied that publication with suf- 
ficient assiduity to know how frequently 
it publishes sermons, but it can be said 
with assurance that these five discourses 
are good reading in any setting. 

The author, who for some years was 
pastor of the First Presbyterian Church, 
Hollywood, California, is now associate 
general secretary for the Board of Na- 
tional Missions of the Presbyterian Church 
in the U.S.A. As he travels widely and 
preaches to many congregations, his mes- 
sages are the kind that make their im- 
pact on many lives. The title of the book 
is that of the first sermon which is an 
interpretation of the spiritual needs of the 
America of today. Quoting three sentences 
which begin paragraphs might give some 
idea of its fundamental emphasis: “In the 
realm of business, America needs the 
baptism of the spirit.” “The soul of im- 
provement will always lie in the improve- 
ment of the soul.”

THEOLOGY OF THE OLD TESTA- 
MENT by Edmond Jacob. Translated 
by Arthur W. Heathcote and Philip J.

In recent years we have been witnessing 
a revival of interest in Biblical theology. 
Once relegated to an insignificant place in 
Biblical studies, Biblical theology now 
occupies a major emphasis. 

Theology of the Old Testament, a prod- 
uct of the rich fruits of Continental schol- 
arship, is a most welcome contribution to 
the growing titles in Biblical theology. 
The book is authored by Professor Jacob 
who since 1946 has been on the Protestant 
faculty at the University of Strasbourg 
and appeared first in a French edition in 
1955. We are deeply grateful to the 
author, the translators, and the publishers 
for making this work available for an 
English reading audience. 

First, the author deals clearly 
convincingly with the problem of the 
place of Biblical theology in relation to 
other disciplines of study. The observa- 
tions here are most relevant for those who 
still question whether or not there is such 
a study as Biblical theology. Professor 
Jacob leaves no one guessing as to his 
position in this problem 

The major part of the book falls into 
three sections. The first deals with the 
nature of God. Yahwe is living and active. 
This aspect of his being distinguishes 
Yahwe from all other gods. The various 
names for God are discussed. A large part 
of this section deals with the attributes of 
Yahwe. The section guides the reader into 
deeper levels of understanding about 
God's nature and his acting. 


and 


In the second section the author dis- 
cusses the acting of God in history, 
through man, and in institutions. Here 
again the reader is confronted with basic 
themes and word meanings so vital to a 
mature understanding of the Old Testa- 
ment. 

The third section deals with negative 
forces in history. Here the author deals 
all too briefly with sin. There is a chapter 
on Death and the Future Life. The part 
dealing with the Consummation titled 
The Eschatological Drama deals with the 
Messianic Kingdom in all too short a 
manner. 

The book is interestingly written and 
reads easily despite the depth of scholar- 
ship. Especially helpful is the rather com- 
plete bibliography at the of each 
chapter. This bibliography, if taken ser- 
iously, will guide a student to all the 
major works in Biblical theology written 
in the last quarter of the century. 

Theology of the Old Testament is defi- 
nitely a book for the person who needs 
a refreshing approach to the Old Testa- 
ment. The reader who takes this book up 
in his hands and reads thoughtfully will 
find a new set of meanings in the Old 
Testament.

dress. On both counts the editors have | 


exceeded beyond our right to demand. 
Here are many of the crucial portions of 
Calvin's work dealing with literary and 
historical questions in which he saw the 
Scriptures as the Word of God and as a 
human document. The reader comes closer 
than ever to sensing the spirit of the six- 
teenth century commentator for the editors 
provide a completely new translation of 
these works, Miss Smith providing as- 
sistance especially in the passages dealing 
with the Old Testament. 

Within the compass of nine chapters 
are contained treatments of the unity of 
the Bible, the knowledge of God, the true 
nature of Christ, the Christian life as 
Calvin saw it, faith, providence and the 
sovereignty of God, election and predesti- 
nation, the relation of Christian ethics to 
the common life, and the importance of 
the church and its ministry. These chapters 
will prove an interesting companion for 
restudy when the volume on the Institutes 
of Calvin appears in the near future with 
fresh translations also on these topics. 
While this leaves lacunae on such topics 
as man, sin, the Holy Spirit, eschatology 
and politics, it is well to have contained 
this study to such a proportion which has 
permitted analysis in depth. 

In addition to the superb 35-page in- 
troduction by Dr. Haroutunian the open- 
ing 25 pages present an autobiographical 
sketch from Calvin's Dedication of the 
Commentary on the Psalms, a Preface to 
Olivetan’s New Testament, and the dedi- 
catory epistle from the Commentary on 
Romans. 

One reader's concern, now that this 
series approaches its conclusion, is that 
this magnificent and most useful work 
should be concluded with the sixteenth 
century.

fact of our time to evoke hope in 
every Christian. Despite known limita- 
tions, denominations have proven their 
worth. What used to be called “con- 
nexional” churches—emphasizing the fel- 
lowship of the churches of a particular 
faith or policy as distinguished from a 
local church fellowship—possess strength 
which a completely independent, autono- 
mous local church cannot experience. 
Nevertheless, whether we serve through 
a church which emphasizes the denomi- 
nation or through an independent, local 
congregation, it is salutary to celebrate 
the significance of the “local” or particu- 
lar church. Somewhat unfairly, many 
parish ministers deplore the absence of 
pastors from the high echelons of the 
church councils. How the World 
Council of Churches, or even the Na- 
tional Council of Churches, could have 
the major time and energy of a busy 
pastor without making him an ecclesi- 
astical schizophrenic or a completely ex- 
hausted individual is hard to grasp. 
Nevertheless one can understand the re- 
gret. On more than one seminary faculty 
the opinion is expressed that the longer 
a professor of practical or pastoral theo- 
logy remains away from the parish 
ministry the less helpful he is likely to 
become in his teaching. In any case, it is 
true that we cannot realistically love the 
world church, or even the denomination 
which we have not seen except in oc- 
casional conventions, except we first know 
and love the church we do see. The holy, 
catholic or universal church is experienced 
most creatively in the “First Church” or 
the rural “Bethel” or crossroads 
congregation.

Dr. Harold A. Bosley, who has never 
been accused of narrow or parochial views, 
has a strong sermon entitled “Can We 
Be Christians without Being Churchmen?” 
He is willing to concede that a person 
can be a Christian without being a church 
member, but he is also sure that no one 
can be a complete Christian without being 
a member of the church, and of the church 
in a concrete, particular expression.

Brothers, 1958), one even more relevant 
to our theme this month is contributed 
by Dr. Theodore Parker Ferris of Trinity 
Episcopal Church, Boston. Its title sum- 
marizes the issue: “The Place of Local 
Loyalties.” Dr. Ferris is sure that deep 
local loyalty is compatible with loyalty 
to the larger cause. “There are times 
when the local loyalties are forgotten in 
order that, or because, other things may be 
remembered.” Nevertheless he insists that 
in every person's life there must be a place 
for the local loyalties: “A man has to be 
rooted in something before he can reach 
for the moon. ... You never find a world- 
wide interest that is not grounded in some 
local loyalty.” 


Some day you may preach as Dr. Ferris 
did from the Psalmist who wrote Psalm 
137:5—"If I forget thee, O Jerusalem, 
let my right hand forget her cunning.” If 
sO, you may create a mood and an attitude 
which the late great “Dick” Sheppard 
did in the first sermon he ever preached 
at St. Martin’s-in-the-Fields, London. On 
a November evening in 1914 Sheppard 
shared his dream with his people, then 
a small company. 


I stood on the west steps, and 
saw what this church would be to 
the life of the people. There 
passed me, into its warm inside, 
hundreds of all sorts of people, 
going up to the temple of their 
Lord, with all their difficulties, 
trials and sorrows. I saw it full 
of people, dropping in at all hours 
of the day and night. It was never 
dark, it was lighted all night and 
all day, and often tired bits of 
humanity swept in. And I said to 
them as they passed: “Where are 
you going?” And they said only 
one thing: “This is our home. 
This is where we are going to 
learn the love of Jesus Christ. This 
is the altar of our Lord, where all 
our peace lies. This is St. 
Martin’s.” It was all reverent and 
full of love and they never pushed 
me behind a pillar because I was 
poor. And day by day they told 
me the dear Lord’s Supper was 
there on his altar, waiting to be 
given. They spoke to me two 
words only, one was the word 
“home” and the other was “love.”

SERMON SEEDS 

December has four Sundays, and in 
the church year calendar these are desig- 
nated as second, third and fourth Sundays 
in Advent and first Sunday after Christ- 
mas. Most of us will have sermons to 
prepare our hearers and ourselves for the 
festival of Christmas, using December 
twenty-first as Christmas Sunday. Four 
years ago the preacher of Westwood Com- 
munity Methodist Church, Los Angeles— 
Dr. Melvin E. Wheatley—had what 
seemed to me an excellent series which 
he entitled “Modern Meanings of Im- 
manuel.” On four successive Sundays in 
Advent he preached on “God with Us 
Here and Now—through (1) the Physi- 
cal That Is Spiritual, (2) the Beyond 
That Is Within, (3) the Past That Is 
Present, (4) the Divine That Is Human.” 

My suggestions for Advent and Christ- 
mastide preaching are unrelated to each 
other, but I hope not irrelevant. Decem- 
ber’s first Sunday this year is the tradi- 
tional Bible Sunday. The sermon 
suggested is: 

1. How to Get More Out of the Bible. 
Text is J. B. Phillips’ translation of 
I Thessalonians 2:13—"“And so we are 
continually thankful that when you heard 
us preach the Word of God you accepted 
it, not as a mere human message, but as 
it really is, God's Word, a power in the 
lives of you who believe.” 

Introduction. (1) Who reads the 
Bible? Answer: not a fraction of the num- 
ber who praise it as the greatest of all 
classics. Few homes are without a copy of 
the volume praised as “the Book of books.” 
Thanks to the Gideons, every hotel and 
motel makes the Bible available. Will the 
Bible be opened by those who see it? 
Some twenty-three million copies are dis- 
tributed every year throughout the world. 
But almost every week a clergyman or 
teacher or judge or social worker com- 
plains that the persons with whom he 
deals never open a Bible. As Dr. William 
Neil has said, “we have the curious para- 
dox of a book that is still accepted as an 
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integral part of the life of society, but 
largely disregarded; a world best seller 
that nobody seems to read.” Who reads 
the Bible? Preachers? Sunday school 
teachers? Simple-minded natives in the 
“younger churches,” once called foreign 
mission fields? Who reads it? Chiefly the 
so-called “Bible-thumper” who believes it 
is literally accurate “from cover to cover”? 

(a) Another question needs to be 
faced: Why is the Bible not read by more 
intelligent persons today? Among the 
answers might be the following: because 
to many its authority has been under- 
mined by science. We agree that reputable 
churchmen try to defend the primitive 
science of the Old Testament, but many 
feel that the twentieth century space age 
has made the world of the Bible foreign, 
remote, unreal. Yet human nature and its 
elemental needs remain essentially un- 
changed. To these deep needs the Word of 
God coming through the Bible speaks as 
no other word can speak. 

(2) How can we get more 
Bible reading? (a) First, obtain a copy 
which is readable. Many types are avail- 
able now. The Revised Standard Version 
can be bought in a book with type and 
format not unlike a modern book on al- 
most any theme. One of the modern- 
speech translations may overcome much 
of the antipathy felt toward an “antique 
book.” Phillips, Moffatt, Goodspeed and 
Weymouth (the American translation ) 
are among the recent modern translations. 
(b) Read an introduction to Bible study. 
Here the preacher will do well to name 
one of which he approves. Perhaps if the 
church library has The Interpreter’s Bible, 
he can suggest for the serious reader the 
general introduction as in Volume XII 
Reflection Books has a helpful and trust- 
worthy introduction, Modern Man Looks 
at the Bible, by William Neil. It can be 
bought for less than the price of a movie 
—fifty cents. Bernard W. Anderson's The 
Unfolding Drama of the Bible may appeal 


out of 


(3) See the Bible for what it is: not 
as a textbook on science or ancient history, 
but as the unique record of God's search 
for man and of man’s response to God. 
It is, as Professor William Neil writes, an 
interpretation of life and an invitation to 
creative living. (a) It interprets the uni- 
verse to us; it shows us who we are, 
where we came from, why we are here, 
and what may be our destiny. Supremely, 
the Bible interprets the ultimate reality 
to us, discloses the nature and purpose of 
God. (b) The Bible, transmitting the 
living Word of God, God Himself, offers 
us a challenge to decision. Will we de- 
cide for or against life, the life that is 
life indeed, the life in Christ, in the com- 
munity of God's people? Will we accept 
the liberation won for us, offered to us, 
in the Lord Jesus Christ? We have not so 
much “faith in the Bible” as faith, or 
trust, in the God whom the Bible reveals. 
Christ is “the center and goal of scripture.” 
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The preacher may prefer to make his 
two major points those emphasized by 
Dean Bernhard W. Anderson of Drew 
Seminary. In his concise article on the 
Bible in the paper-bound book Handbook 
of Christian Theology (Meridian Books, 
Inc., New York), this Biblical scholar 
suggests that we study the Bible “as sacred 
history,” seeing the scriptures as a record 
of “the gracious and redemptive activity 
of God.” History, according to the Bible, 
is “the narration of God's deeds and of 
the progress of events toward the fulfill- 
ment of his purpose.” Life-changing mean- 
ing will come to the reader who comes to 


the Bible looking for, indeed listening 
for, the proclamation of what God has 
done, is doing, and will do for his human 
family. “The Bible is essentially the 
history of divine revelation which reaches 
climax and fulfillment in 
Secondly, says Professor 


its crowning 
Jesus Christ.” 
Anderson, Protestant readers should read 
the Bible, persuaded that through the 
action of the Holy Spirit, the ancient 
words will become the medium through 
which God speaks to us today. “Out of 
this sacred past God continues to speak 
in the present, summoning each person 
to take his part in the ongoing redemptive 
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drama. . . . Through the witness of scrip- 
ture God speaks to him now in judgment 
and mercy, and the language of the Bible 
becomes the believer's response to God's 
revelation in humility, contrition, trust, 
thanksgiving, praise.” 

At the risk of anticlimax, no sermon 
yn this theme should end without an ap- 
peal to read the Bible regularly and de- 
votionally. Sensible persons overcome 
vitamin deficiencies with a daily dose of 
vitamins in one form or another. Sen- 
sible Christians do likewise in relation to 
spiritual vitamins. 

Il. Christ Comes Again. A suggested 
text is Mark 7:31—‘“Then he returned 
from the region of Tyre and went through 
Sidon to the Sea of Galilee, through the 
region of Decapolis.” What Jesus did in 
his earthly life, he continues to do nine- 
teen centuries later.

In this season of Advent the old church 
was wont to stress the second advent, the 
return of Christ to the world which so 
largely rejected him when he first came. 
Is there abiding truth in this ancient 
belief? Advent 1958 and Christmas of 
this year of crises celebrate the glorious 
truth that Christ comes again. Whether or 
not he will return visibly and physically, 
as many devout Christians firmly believe, 
does not seem so important as to believe 
that in the mysterious power and reality 
of the Spirit Christ comes again. (1) 
He comes a second time, and a third, and 
only God knows how many times, to us 
when at first we rejected him and his 
claim on us. We may send him away, only 
to realize that without his love and truth 
our burdens become insupportable and life 
is dreary if not disastrous. (2) He comes 
again to our society even though it has 
spurned his wisdom about life. Here is 
an eloquent testimony by Robert Menzies 
(The Riches of His Grace, page 58. James 
Clarke & Company, Ltd., London, 1956) 


Does this age, with its chaotic 
morality, its suppression of human 
freedom and threat of atomic war, 
support the optimism of the social 
meliorists? Life itself is taking up 
the challenge, and reducing to 
absurdity man’s baseless belief in 
his capacity to achieve personal 
and social salvation. Our Lord 
Christ’s time is coming. He is the 
only One who can afford to wait. 
And when our age has drunk the 


last draught from the bitter waters 
of experience, he will come again, 
this time not to be cast out but 
welcomed as Saviour. 


(3) Christ comes again in every per- 
sonality which willingly becomes the in- 
strument of his love. Recall the true story 
from Manchuria's hinterland. A “fraternal 
worker” (we used to call such a mis- 
sionary) told his audience about Jesus, 
and etched with words the portrait of 
Christ. When he finished they said al- 
most unanimously and with smiles of ap- 
preciation, “We know this Jesus. He has 
lived among us.” They took the Christian 
evangelist to the grave of a Dr. Jackson. 
In Christ's faithful follower who also went 
about doing good they had discerned his 
Lord. “So long as the church can produce 
saints, the gates of hell will not prevail 
against it,” said Dean William Ralph Inge. 
You and I may add, “As long as the 
church produces Christlike men and 
women and boys and girls, Christ comes 
again in power.” 

(4) Has Christ come for you, and to 
you? Christmas is coming. But thy soul 
may still remain forlorn if Christ be not 
within thy heart reborn. The sermon- 
maker may find help if he wishes to deal 
more explicitly with the doctrine of the 
second coming from the position of the 
fourth Gosepl if he reads the chapter in 
Professor A. J. Ebbutt’s clear treatment of 
The Life, the Question and the Answer 
My copy is published by the Ryerson 
Press, Toronto, Canada, but I believe an 
American edition is soon to be issued 
Dr. Ebbutt’s chapter fifteen, Will Jesus 
Come Again?, is reverent, honest, clear, 
and to me convincing. To many of my 
brothers (and sisters) it will seem he- 
retical modernism or unacceptable “spirit- 
ualizing.” “There are many Second Ad- 
vents. Jesus came only once in the flesh; 
he comes a second time as a spiritual 
Presence . . . The living hope we cherish, 
imbedded in the doctrine of Jesus’ Second 
Coming, is that the final victory is with 
God.” (Ebbutts, pages 159, 160)

(2) What difference will it make to 
this planet? Ten years ago a sermon ap- 
peared by a British Methodist, Dr. 
Maldwyn O. Williams. I recall the three 
major divisions. In these, certainly in Dr. 
Williams’ last point, you may find an 
answer to the question, “What difference 
does Christ's coming make?” His divisions 
were: (1) His Inconsiderable Birth. (2) 
His Incredible Power. (“A little child 
shall lead them.” ) Does Christ's presence 
not demonstrate the strange power of 
agape love to reconcile the irreconcilables? 
(3) His Inevitable Reign. Christ's coming 
means that we have the invincible hope 
that what should be shall be, for as the 
Bible asserts, “He must reign r 
and he shall reign for ever and ever.” 


PARSON’S 
BOOK (S) -OF-THE-MONTH 
No doubt about it, this is the book for 
the North American pastor. He whom 
Professors Richard Niebuhr, Daniel Day 
Williams and James Gustfason described 
as the “pastor-director” will find Dr. Wil- 
liam H. Leach’s recent magnum opus a 
one-volume library on the practical work 
of church administration. At Yale I at- 
tempted to teach a course on care of the 
parish. Of all courses in the so-called prac- 
tical field, this was intended to be the 
most practical for men and women soon 
to be “on their own” in a parish. How I 
could have used Handbook of Church 
Management! How the students could 
have used this book, too! Published by 
Prentice-Hall, Inc. (Englewood Cliffs, 
New Jersey), it is to the general practi- 


tioner in the Christian ministry what 
Materia Medica must be to a g. p. in 
medicine. Despite its necessarily high 
price ($8.00), it is still many dollars 
cheaper than its equivalent in the medical 
library. It is a large book—5S04 pages— 
and it is comprehensive. From corporation 
law as it relates to the church, through 
church building care, administrative roles 
and church financing, to public worship, 
ministerial ethics, conduct of baptisms, 
marriages and funerals and an inclusive 
parish program, little has escaped this 
uncommonly well-informed authority. For 
example, after this Handbook reached my 
desk I needed to discuss with colleagues 
in my own situation the division of labor 
and responsibility within a multiple staff. 
Two chapters in Dr. Leach’s volume deal 
with the church with a multiple ministry. 
As a result of reading them, I went with 
a clearer picture of our problems and op- 
portunities. Example number two: “A 
bunch of the boys were whooping it up” 
following a ministers’ meeting. We were 
discussing the perennial thorn—the fre- 
quent return visits of a man’s predecessor 
to conduct a marriage, a baptism, or fu- 
neral. Thumbing through Church Manage- 
ment editor Leach’s compendium, I found 
the section bearing directly on this fre- 
quently vexatious problem. See Predeces- 
sor and Successor in the chapter entitled 
The Minister in His Profession. It is 
good to have Bishop Nolan B. Harmon's 
story of the bishop’s question to minis- 
terial candidates: “Wéill you go where you 
are sent and stay away from where you 
have been?” (page 373) If you have a 
church business manager or lay associate 
handling the business affairs of your con- 
gregation, this would be the best single 
book to give him. Bibliographies at the 
end of each of the twenty-seven chapters 
list reference books for further study of 
particular matters. Practical illustrations 
abound. Second only to having Dr. Leach 
present in person as a consultant in your 
study and board rooms is having his book 
and reading it. As readers of his articles 
in this magazine know, Dr. Leach writes 
clearly, interestingly and with positive 
convictions. 


Two other books I must commend be- 
cause I believe these books should be read 
by every preacher, and I hope by many 
laymen. These books are Martin Luther 
King’s Stride toward Freedom (Harper 
& Brothers, New York, 1958, 230 pages. 
$2.95) and Winthrop S. Hudson's The 
Story of the Christian Y ear, also published 
recently by Harper & Brothers. In the 
latter book, 107 closely packed pages give 
you almost a jet pilot's view of over nine- 
teen centuries of the Christian movement. 
For $2.25 you may have a refresher course 
in church history. Dr. Hudson is an ex- 
citing, scholarly teacher. He has a high 
doctrine of Christ's church, and his ques- 
tions at the end of each chapter make his 


book admirably suited to be a study book 
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for any group concerned about organized 
Christianity. Dr. King’s book tells “The 
Montgomery Story” factually, and his own 
story with dignity, felicity and deeply | 
moving spiritual insights. Any American | 
should be better for having read this im- 
portant book. 


NOTABLE QUOTES 

While it would be nice to assume that 
every member of a church is moved only 
by the highest ideals, a realistic observa- 
tion will not substantiate the idea. The 
forces which move men to church partici- 
pation are many. The wise administrator 
will know how to use these to secure men 
and women to work in the various church 
activities. The forces which follow are at 
least honorable, but of course they vary in 
nobility. They are placed in an ascending 
scale. 


SELF-INTEREST. Here belongs 
the person who can profit socially, 
intellectually, and sometimes fi- 
nancially by becoming active in 
the church program.

The quest for leadership can be 
rewarded by the church program.

THE GRACE OF 
GRATITUDE

he season for thanksgiving is upon us. 


Above and beneath its call to specific 
gratitude for civic blessing, I find a chal- 
lenge to think of the art of appreciation 
Surely Thanksgiving offers a meet and 
proper time to examine the significance 
of this grace of character 


Shakespeare most usually appears to be 
a man of controlled perceptions. He has a 
mind, like a surgeon's scalpel, that digs 
keenly and delicately into life. He usually 
is restained and impersonal as he lays bare 
the foibles of man. But there is one matter 
on which he cannot hold back. That is 
when he talks about ingratitude. 
Listen 


Blow, blow thou winter wind, 
Thou art not so unkind 
As man’s ingratitude. 


Again: 


How sharper than a serpent’s 
tooth it is 
To have a thankless child. 


There's no equivocation as he storms 
once more: 


I hate ingratitudes more in man 

Than lying, vainness, babbling, 
drunkenness, 

Or any taint of vice, whose strong 
corruption 


Inhabits our frail blood. 


So! Sophisticated, in the finest sense, 
an interested and smiling observer at the 
varied scenes on the stage of life—the 
bard of Avon cannot stay in his seat when 
ingratitude struts, before the lights. “I 
hate ingratitude . ’ He must have seen 
ingratitude for what it was—an outward 
sign of a major inward maladjustment in 
the soul of man, something a man might 
control, but which he did not. 

Does not ingratitude spring from pride 

from. selfishness—prudishness—f rom 
the heresy that “the world owes me a 
living’? Does it not come from a failure 
of imagination and a lack of sensitiveness? 
A damnable fault it is indeed! 

Less violently than Shakespeare, but 
perhaps even more poignantly, one feels 
the Master's reaction to this black trait.

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Ten lepers are cleansed of their disease 
But only one—only one—returns to let 
Jesus see his gladness at being restored to 
Only one takes the time to say 
you! The sadness of Jesus, I am 
sure, isn't for himself so much when he 
asks: “But where are the nine?” The sor- 
rowful regret is for the majority who did 
not allow themselves to possess the grace 
of gratitude. Mark it well, gratitude does 
bring constructive benefits to the individ 
ual who cultivates it. The tenth leper, who 
expressed appreciation, did more for him- 
self in that gracious act than he did for 
Jesus. 

Some time ago an elderly lady showed 
me a note she had received from the presi 
dent of one of the outstanding stores of 
our country. Its background was this. One 
day as she shopped, she was so courteously 
served by a clerk that, acting on a spur of 
the moment impulse, she dashed off a 
note to the head of the firm saying how 
much she appreciated what appeared to be 
a definite policy of the store—to be kind 
and courteous to customers. The 
folded and faded letter held in her hand, 
which came in reply, part It 
happens to be one of those dark, rainy 
days in the city, which makes me all the 
more grateful for the bright, friendly spirit 
of your kind note.” The signature was that 
of one of the merchant 
twentieth century. 

Now the lady was showing a tangible 
evidence of what every grateful act brings 
to the doer: the remembrance of a mo 
ment lived at its best; an inner indestruc- 
table gladness which the heart can always 
savor and will always find good. Her 
thoughtfulness indeed must have been of 
some encouragement to another. But her 
face and words, as she recalled the inci- 
dent, gave proof that her graciousness did 
most of all for her.

of your equals. Make dirty cracks about 
your superiors. Ride high, wide and hand- 
some over your inferiors. Stifle every gen- 
erous, warmhearted impulse. Hold back 


the word of praise. Although all of us | 


may be beginners in the art of living, not 
one of us does not know that in the pros- 
pecting adventure of life, that policy will 
leave us not with gold, but with dust and 
ashes. Reverse the method, however. Try 
practicing the grace of gratitude and we 
find that, like the magical flower of 
mythology where for every bloom picked 
two more appeared, our own inner joy 
will be multiplied unendingly 


Indeed, one of the most workable tech- 
niques I know for pulling ourselves out 
of the dumps is to list mentally all the 
things for which we can and should be 
grateful. Now and again, life gets us in 
a dark corner. But before we completely 
give in let us pause and say something like 
this, “I am a Christian. I am a part of the 
most exhilarating heritage in the spiritual 
quest of mankind. I have a religion that 
can give hope and courage to the human 
heart. I am a citizen in a goodly nation. | 
have some recollections that are sweet and 
fine. For me there is tomorrow. I have 
friends who are standing by. I am alive. I 
may be down but I am not out!” Let a 
positive and appreciative note come into 
thought through such a listing and you 
begin to find yourself on the way up and 
out of the valleys of depression. Many 
find it a decisive thing to say aloud: “I 
have really so much for which to be grate- 
ful. Thank you, God. Amen.” Offer a 
prayer as simple as that and mean it and 
you have a lift to your spirit. There will 
be a firmness in your step. You can move 
out and on. 


And then see how much and at such a 
little and most pleasant cost, through 
gratitude, you can do for others. Go back 
again to our earlier question: What do 
you want most? What are your basic 
needs? Of course they are food, clothing 
and shelter. We need these to exist. But 
beyond existence, to live, what would be 
first? We might use different words, but 
most of us would say, “I need appreciation. 
I need to be respected. I want and need, 
more than anything else, to see the light 
of gratitude reflected in another's eyes. I 
crave to hear from another's voice words 
that assure me that my life and my work 
are held, in his opinion, to be of worth.” 


In any discriminating list of the greatest 
men of the twentieth century the name of 
Albert Schweitzer would go near the top 
of the list. In his Memoirs of Childhood 
and Youth, he sadly recalls going to the 
cemetery of his native village to say loving 
and grateful words over the ashes of those, 
long since dead, that he so wished he 
might have said when they were alive. In 


youth, he says, he took the benefits of his ! 
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parents and friends for granted. Too often 
he was silent when he might have spoken 
an appreciative word. Then the lengthen- 
ing years taught him how deep the grate- 
ful word could go. Now knowing, he 
muses regretfully over the unresponding 
tombstones, and he writes, “We must try 
to be water that does come up—a spring 
at which men can quench their thirst for 
gratitude.” 


May the spirit of those words and those 
words themselves do some deep prodding 
among us. To boys and girls let them say, 
“Be grateful to your parents, to your 
teachers, to all those who help you.” 
There’s no sweeter nectar you can 
give them than your gratitude. It comes 
to parents and it asks, “Are you being 
grateful for children?” By your encour- 
agement, rather than your continual 
criticism, are you being a spring to those 
entrusted to you that their thirst may be 
quenched? It comes to employees and 
asks, “Have you ever let the boss hear 
from you a word of gratitude?” It comes 
to those of us who have executive respon- 
sibility with its query, “Do you do enough 
of what is perhaps the most desired thing 
of all for those beneath you—are you 
appreciative?” 

Two little girls went with their mother 
to a greenhouse. While their mother was 
giving her order, the little girls picked 
handfuls of pansies. The nurseryman with 
mock sternness asked, when he saw them, 
“Do you girls have any money?” They 
hung their heads and shook them nega- 
tively. The nurseryman said, “Well, then, 
if you have no money, you must say thank 
you. If you say thank you, you don’t need 
money.” Of course, that can be pushed 
too far. Money is needed now and then 
along the way. But the story is a great one 
because it points out that the material 
side of life takes its rightful, secondary 
place when it is overarched by the grace of 
gratitude. 

The cook in your kitchen, the barber 
who cuts your hair, the stockroom boy 
and the president in your firm, the pupil 
and the teacher, the old relative far away, 
and your mate across the dining table— 
each needs to quench his thirst for grati- 
tude. May we be one to let the spring 
water of appreciation come to the surface? 

All this has significance to the vast 
social complexities that bedevil us today. 
The grace of gratitude will not stay 
contained and confined only in limited 
personal relationships. 


Trace back to the origins of some of the 
most costly and violent tensions between 
management and labor in our democratic 
life. Even those of us who are most sym- 
pathetic to the free enterprise system will 
find that some industrial leadership has 
been careless in paying the tiny price of 
consideration and gratitude.

her.” The teacher had forgotten the inci- 
dent when six months later the young 
mother came to her with a new glow on 
her face and said, “It worked!” “What?” 
asked the teacher, puzzled. “Why, your 
explanation of what Christ meant about 
forgiveness. My neighbor and I are good 
friends now.” 

The value of the young mother's re- 
ligion was measured by what it enabled 
her to do. She discovered she was bound 
to God in a practical way and that true 
religion is not divorced from ordinary 
life. If her relationship with God had not 
made of her a new person, then should 
she not scuttle it and try a religion that 
would:

the reason why these big all-inclusive denominational journals 
do not find rich fields of advertising. It says 


“Subscribe” and “read” do not mean the same 
thing, and so at the risk of being accused of out- 
galluping Gallup, we can report that in tiny 
Tunkannock on each delivery day we can gather up 
ten to a dozen copies of the pretty, but dull, Pres- 
byterian Life tossed in the trash cans by disinter- 
ested “every home plan” readers. 

Readers are the thing, but there is a limitation in securing 
advertising space even when many readers are available. To 
secure advertising the readers of a periodical must be people 
who have an interest in the items advertised and who can in- 
fluence sales. In a complete coverage paper of any denomi- 
nation, by no stretch of imagination could more than ten 
percent of the readers (five percent might be more realistic ) 
influence the purchase of a new church organ or kitchen 
equipment. So far as the advertiser is concerned, a large cir- 
culation which takes the distribution outside of his particular 
area is hardly a good advertising proposition 

So we come to specialized circulation—or it might be 
called controlled circulation—in which the advertiser has 
some guarantee that every copy distributed goes to a pos- 
sible purchaser of equipment which the advertiser has to sell. 

Readers sometimes express wonder that Church Manage- 
ment catries so many pages of advertising. The reason is 
simple. Church Management does not have a great circula-

tion. It does have a paid circulation, which somewhat assures 
reader interest. But more than that, it goes to a specialized 
section of churches. Our surveys show that the churches and 
ministers who read the magazine represent the “higher” in- 
come churches. That means substantial buying power. 

In most instances, only one copy goes to a church. Multiple 
subscriptions go to less than one hundred churches. Many of- 
ficers in the one-copy churches have access to the issues. So, 
a small selective subscription to influential ministers and 
churches presents the deluxe appeal to the advertiser. He 
reaches many churches, of many denominations, at a com- 
paratively low cost. 

He could pay ten times as much per page in a large 
circulation magazine and not reach as many individual 
churches as we offer 

So there, my friends, is the lesson on circulation and

turned to our churches and communities. 
They are equally in need of the same 
loving consideration. 

The retarded are another section of 
society that is a challenge to Christian love. 
One Christian gathered together these un- 
fortunates in a weekly meeting to teach 
them the beauty of the religious life 
through prayer and rhythmic music to 
clap and sing to.
